Des Moines, la. —(XP)— Rosa Ar- 


nold, pilot of the endurance mono- 
plane, "Greater Des Moines," was 
killed yesterday when

crashed 9 miles houthwest of here. 
The crash followed an attempt at a 
test refueling preparatory to start- 
ing an endurance flight today. Char- 
les Gatschet, co-pilot, was thrown 
from the plane but landed safely 
with a parachute. 


The plane was flying directly below 


its refueling ship, the Miss Sioux 
City, piloted by Arnold's brother, 
Amon and Jimmy Barwich. It sud- 
denly went into a dive, completely 
out of control. 


Gatschet and Arnold were both 


in the rear cockpit, which is equipped 
with dual controls. 
Gatschet said 


he attempted in vain to pull tne 
nose of the ship up. Then he was 
tossed from his seat into the air. 
He said he did not know what be- 
came of Arnold. 


One report said that Arnold, too, 


was thrown f.om the ship, but oth- 
er witnesses declared that he at- 
tempted to right it 
The position of 


the body, a few feet from the wreck- 
ed craft, bore out the latter version 
that he probably was unable to jump 
or thought he could regain control. 


The plane dove from a height of 


2,000 feet, plunged into a group of 
trees, and dropped, a mass of tan- 
gled wreckage, into a wooded ravine/.

ciation of the Mountain States, he. 
indicated. Minnesota and North Da- 
kota beekeepers lately joined that 
cooperative. 


The yield of honey is light so far 


this season in this part of the state 
because the number of swarms was 
greatly reduced last winter and 
white clover did not begin secreting 
nectar until last week. The bees, 
however, did good work on alslke 
clover.

of honey in cooking and baking.

NEW FLYING RULES 


Stricter 
Regulations Will 


Go Into Force on Sept. 
1 


"Grocery" Plane Coming 


Washington—(/P)—Stricter regula- 


tions for airplane puots go into ef- 
fect September 1, and after that date 
fliers must keep in practice if they 
are to fly more 
than one type of 


plane. 


Under the new department of com- 


merce regulations a pilot will be 
licensed to fly for hire one or more 
of 12 classes of planes upon which he 
satisfactorily passes flying tests, and 
the classes will be specified upon his 
license card. Present holders of trans- 


licenses will be required to take the 
tests when they apply for semi-an- 
nual renewal of the licenses. 


The new requirements vr.ll give as- 


surance* to air passengers 
that the 


flier is qualified to handle the type 
or class of plane he is flying and has 
kept in practice on it. 
. The rules provide that a pilot shall 
not carry passengers 
in a class of 


plane which he has not flown for at 
least two hours 
in the previous 90 


days, or have had 
30 minutes of 


practice flying, 
including several 


landings, immediately prior 
to the 


flight. 


During the sis months' duration o£ 


his license, the pilot, 
to retain the 


privilege of flying all of the classes 
of planes for which 
he is licensed, 


must have had 10 hours on each. If 
be has flown less than the required 
time on any class the privilege to fly 
that class will be withdrawn until 
he has passed another test. 


There are three general classifica- 


tions of planes by weight under the 
new regulations. Those are planes of 
less than 3,500 pounds gross weight, 
and planes 
of more 
than 
7,000 


pounds. Each of these classifications 
is divided into 
types—pianes with 


one engine and open cockpit; more 
than one engine 
and open cockpit; 


single motored cabin 
planes, and 


multi-motored cabin planes. 


The classifications 
apply to sea- 


planes and amphibians as well as to 
land planes. 


If a pilot wishes to fly for hire a 


plane for which he is not licensed, 
he may apply 
to a department of 


commerce inspector and be licensed 
immediately upon passing a flying 
test to the satisfaction of the inspec- 
tor. 


Through the new regulations, the 


department of comi ~rce 
seeks to 


prevent pilots from carrying passen- 
gers and cargo in planes with which 
they are -~•• familiar and running 
the risk of acc.dent because of a lack 
of knowledge of the characteristics 
of the plane.

Both China and Russia are 
subsequent signatories to the Kellogg 
treaty renouncing war. Threat of war 
may raise the question whether it is a 
breach of the Kellogg treaty. If it is it 
challenges the efficacy of that agree- 
ment and" the value of the pledge^ it 
contains. It would seem to be incum- 
bent upon the United States to take the 
initiative in international consultation 
because it is primarily responsible for 
the treaty. China is a member of the 
League of Nations, but Russia is not. 
Russia participated in the disarmament 
discussions of the League of Nations, 
•but withdrew after the conference re- 
fused to approve its suggestion of com- 
plete disarmament. 
Either~China or 


japan might invite intervention by the 
League to 'compose their differences, or 
"4he League itself might attempt to in- 
itiate mediation.

Russia and 


China are the two backward powers 
among the nations of the world. Neith- 
er can be regarded as fully civilized. 
Both are easily susceptible to the 
iorces and passions that produce war. 
China is 'making a formidable bid for 
national unity and self-expression. It 
is not unlikely that this has to do with 
her seizure of the Chinese Eastern, 
railway and lier attempt to extinguish 
Russia's political foothold from terri- 
tory that properly belongs to her. Sov- 
iet Russia is a provocative nation 
which has designs on China and has 


- given positive proof of a policy which 
"contemplates exploitation of China and 
domination politically. 


The responsibility for the break out- 


wardly rests on China, but the world 
knows enough of Russian methods to 
realize that the real blame may be 
chargeable to the soviet. The merits of 
the conflict, should war come, could 
only be determined by the progress of 
events and a full disclosure of the un- 
derlying causes. The threatened war 
might not be confined to the two di- 
rect belligerents. Japan has enormous 
interests in Manchuria which it un- 
doubtedly would defend. 


World opinion of the kind represent- 


ed by American policy in the Orient 
stands for the preservation of China's 
political entity and territorial integrity. 
The consequences of war are, there- 
fore, very grave and very extensive. It 
is probable soviet propaganda in Man- 
ehuria is not solely responsible for the 
fcxpulsion of the Russians, denuncia- 
tion of the agreement for joint opera- 
tion and control of the Chinese Eastern 
failway and seizure of the property by 
China. It more likely represents a defi- 
4ite policy, the justice and justification

So 
far as they are concerned, whatever is 
done to enforce it must be done by the 
government at -Washington: Even in 
many of the dry states the same policy 
has ""uniformly existed, hotwiths.tand- 
ing-their enforcement acts. 
The bur- 


den, 
as Mr. Wickersham states, has 


been on the federal government and it 
has failed woefully in the performance 
.of its duties. 


Probably the country should have 


known in advance that a system of 
government so saturated with selfish 
and corrupt politics could not hope to 
carry through successfully a radical 
social reform with many openings 
to graft, license and 
commercialized 


crime. The logical course of action 
would seem to be to substitute a defi- 
nite movement,, for modification of the 
eighteenth amendment to conform to 
practical experience and its evident 
recommendations. 
The wet states 


would have better standing if they 
originated modification legally than by 
confining themselves to resistance and 
nullification. 


The crime situation may be regarded 


as an inevitable production of the 
American political system and Amer- 
ica's marvelous wealth and develop- 
ment. It is a symptom of over-abun- 
dance, rapidity and ease of acquisition, 
a general and even mad scramble for 
the almighty dollar. 
While we pre- 


sumably would not exchange our gov- 
ernment for that of any other nation, 
nevertheless it is involved in certain 
weaknesses. For one thing, it is bur- 
dened excessively with the damagogue, 
inefficiency, dishonesty and 
political 


depravity. These phases of bur official 
and governmental life cannot fail to 
reflect themselves in private life and to 
encourage law-breaking; perhaps it 
would be more accurate to say they 
are a reflexion of our social and busi- 
ness life. 
Much of our so-called lib- 


erty has been warped into license. 
We like to believe that the 
foun- 


dations of the nation are secure 
and sound, but even so the super-struc- 
ture which has been raised on them is 
undergoing the test of adequacy, both 
in its quality^and in the social and 
moral reactions it awakens.

From the gathering came a Declaration of 


Sentiments, 
fashioned after the Declaration of 


Independence, and a number of resolutions seek- 
ing equal suffrage. 


In substance, the resolutions were that woman 


was man's equal and deserving of an equal voice 
in government. 


The convention adjourned after a two-day ses- 


sion, determined to meet again in Rochester two 
weeks later and petition for the right* to vote 
Despite the ridicule attached to their movement, 
it was not checked and New York, by act of 
1848 and 1849, put married women on an equality 
with their husbands and empowered them to 
hold, in their own name, convey and devise real 
estate and personal property. 


After this first step towards equal suffrage, 


^women's rights conventions followed annually 
until equal suffrage was established by the nine- 
teenth amendment.

Long before the establishment of 


the modern science of pharmacology 
with a Tmowledge of the specific ac- 
tions of various drugs, old women 
picked herbs in the fields for the 
relief of human ailments and doc- 
tors developed combinations of rem- 
edies for the attack on disease. 


In the middle ages the healera de- 


veloped a prescription called "theri- 
ac." This was a shotgun remedy sup- 
posed to aid every possible disorder. 
Some-of the.theriaca had hundreds 
of ingredients, including the by-pro- 
ducts of many animals, reptiles and 
luinan beings. Obviously, these pre- 
parations were nauseating 
as 
to 


odor, impossible as to taste, and in- 
deed not infrequently terrible in col- 
r. 
The whole idea behind the use of 


medicine that was so foul was the 
belief that the spirit of the disease 
could not exist in the same human 
being with the medicine. One is re- 
minded of the fact that the invasion 
of a residence by the little black and 
vhite striped animal so 'obnoxious to 
mman beings is almost invariably 
'ollowed promptly by the departure 
of all the human beings. 


The next step in the concoction 


of strong medicines was to put in a 
considerable dosage of alcohol. Thi 
invariably had. a kick— a kick tha 
could be felt within a few minute 
and which made the individual be 
lieve that something definite was be 
ing done for him. The taking of such 
medicines gave a feeling of warmth 
and of stimulation which, no doubt 
aroused confidence in the 
patien 


and helped considerably in control 
uing his disorder. 


Nevertheless, these^-emedies were 


not specific in any sense 
of 
the 


word, since the taking of alcohol has 
not been found of specific virtue in 
the control of any, disease. Moderr 
scientific medicine 
therefore 
ad 


ministers its drugs not infrequently 
in small tablets or in capsules or in 
pleasant tasting mixtures 
withou 


odor, for the simple" reason that the 
remedy is given to produce a definite 
physical effect and not primarily for 
the mental effect. 


A drug such as digitalis invariabl> 


slows the heart and strengthens its 
beat; antipyretics, such as phenace- 
tin and aspirin, lower the fever; the 
analgesics, like pyramidon and ace 
tanilid, stop pain; the sedatives, like 
the bromides and barbituric acid sub- 
stances, make people less stimulat- 
ed and encourage sleep; the anes- 
thetics, like ether, chloroform and 
ethylene, make people- unconscious. 


These scientifically established re- 


medies, which do not depend on odor 
or taste or quality, have actual ef- 
fects.

IN IMITATION OP THORNTON 


WILDER 


Perhaps it is a coincidence 
but 


on the face of it "The Heaven" and 
Earth of Dona Elena," a first no- 
vel by Grace Zaring Stone, 
looks 


very much like an imitation of "The 
Bridge of San Luis Ray." Thornton 
Wilder's book is only about a^ year- 
old and it is entirely ppssible that 
"The Heaven and Earth" may have1 
been written before "The Bridge" 
was published. On the other hand it 
is possible that the author was at- 
tracted by the great success of "The 
Bridge" and hastened to try to cash 
in on it. 


In any event, it seems likely-, that 


the publishers accepted the manu- 
script in pact at least in the ""hope 
that the public which had acclaimeci 
"The Bridge" would ask for more of 
that type of fiction. 


Which does not at all mean that 


"The Heaven and Earth of Dona 
Elena" is not well done. It is a care- 
fully written romantic novel, not of 
the type "When Knighthood was in 
Flower" but of the Thornton Wilder 
type. There is a great deal of dif- 
ference between the two. 


But although the book has been 


out a month .or two the exceptions of 
author and publisher seem to have 
been disappointed. At least it looks 
very muck as if "Dona Elena" is not 
going to be a best seller in spite of 
its literary distinction. The fickle 
public is not to be depended upon. 
Sometimes it stays with a new style 
:n fiction for quite a while; some- 
times it drops away quickly and 
urns to something else. 
As in the case of "The Bridge," 


the story of "DOna Elena" is laid 
in a Spanish-American, town of sev- 
;ral centuries ago. Dona Elena ar- 
rives there from Spain and takes 
charge of a hospital. She baa of 
course taken the vows of a Sister 
of Mercy. A priest from her home 
:own, hardly knowing it 
himself, 


oves her in an eaft-thly as well as 
n a spiritual sense. An English 
pirate captain who captures her and 
a* companion when she is on a hos- 
pital tour also falls in love with her 
and sacks the city for the sake of 
capturing her« At the very end the 
priest-lover, seeing that she may fall 
a prey to the English captain, gives 
her poisoned wine and on- the last 
>age she dies. 


All of which sounds commonplace 


snough but the author has created 
i real character out of Dona Elena 
>y describing the conflict in her be- 
ween her spiritual and her earthly 
nature. Heaven and earth in her are 
n conflict throughout the book and 
or a long time she is only 
dimly 


aware herself of the struggle. Out 
f this conflict emerges a character 
hat is worthy of the best in ro- 
mantic fiction. 


The book received a big splurge 
f advertising and every effort -was 
made to pave the way for a best sel- 
er. There seems no reason why the 
ook did not catch on. It has popu- 
ar qualities and it is -written with 
istinction. It is in the prevailing 
mood of a kind of fiction that hun- 
reds of thousands have taken tha 
rouble to read. But it does not click 


sales figures. 
With "The Bridge" it was exactly 
fie reverse. Thornton Wilder was 
he author of a play that was still- 
»rn and of a novel, "The Cabala," 
hat had hardly any readers at all. 
The publishers who brought out 
The Bridge" under those conditions 
howed a good deal of courage But 
n any event they did not spend a 
great real of money in advertising. 
The book was modestly anndunced 
and both author and publisher 
ex- 


ecfed that it would have a small 
ircle of readers who could appreci- 
te good work. Instead of that the 
eople bought it by the hundreds of 
housands. 
It is all a curious mystery and the 
ublishers who are trying to spot 
est sellers are due for a good deal 


sympathy.

Congress Asked to Appro 


priate Five Billions for 
Highways

Washington—Xme main lines o 


a $5.000,000,000 nation-wide systen 
of highways will cross Wisconsin if 
Congress should pass a bill providing 
for 64 main national highways witl 
interconnecting highways introduced 
by Representative •William P. Hola 


This is the most ambitious pro 


gram for highway development, paid 
for entirely out of Federal funds 
ever proposed* but Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart of Iowa has also introduc 
ed a bill providing for a system of 
national highways with seven main 
lines, one running' from 
Portland 


Me., to Seattle, Wash., by way of 
Chicago, crossing Wisconsin. This 
system would cost around $2,000,- 
000,000, and in addition to the trans- 
continental lines, there 
would be 


highways up and down each coast 
line, and lines connecting each state 
capital with the nearest main high- 
way. 


Number 1 of the highways propos- 


es by Representative Holaday would 
just touch the northern line of Wis- 
consin, beginning at SaUt Ste Mane, 
Mich., running west across Wiscon 
sin, probably trotchmg at or near 
Ashland and Superior, and thence 
through Bismarh, N. D , Great Falls, 
Mont., 
to Spokane and 
Seattle, 


Wash. 


Number 2 would begin at or near 


the west shore of Green Bay, in 
Wisconsin, and run to the Pacific 
Coast, passing through or near Eau 
Clair, and thence to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, Minn., Watertown. S. 
D, Yellowstone National Park, Roo- 
sevelt, Idaho, and Salem, Ore. 


Number 13 would begin at Lake 


Superior, . at or near 
Marquette, 


Mich, run south through or near 
Green Bay and 
Milwaukee, Wis.. 


and thence to Mobile, Ala., through 
Chicago and Danville, 111, Evans- 
ville, Ind, Nashville, Tenn., and 
Birmingham, Ala. 


Number 14 would begin at Lake 


Superior, near Ashland, Wis., and 
run south to New Orleans, La., pass- 
ing through or near Dubuque, Iowa, 
PLOck Island, HI., St. 
Louis, Mo., 


Memphis, Tenn, and Jackson, Miss. 


Number 49 would begin at or near 


Chicago, and run northwest to Join 
Number 1 at Fargo, N. O., passing 
through or near 'Madison and pos- 
sibly by La Crosse to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. - 


Number 50 would begin at Mil- 


waukee and run west to the inter- 
section of Numbers 15 and 48 near 
Albert Lea, Minn/passing through 
or near Madison and Decorah. Iowa, 


Number 51 would begin at or neai 


Dea Moines, Iowa, and run north- 
east to join Number 13 near Green 
Bay or Appleton, passing through 
Cedar Rapids and Dubuque, Iowa, 
and Madison. 


Number 52 would begin at or 


near Milwaukee, and 
run south- 


west to meet Numbers 15 and 54 
at their intersection, passing through 
or near Beloit, Wis,, and Davenport 
and Ottumwa, Iowa. 


Number 53 would begin at or near 


Milwaukee, and. run northwest to 
join Numbers I and 14 at or near 
Ashland, passing through 
or near 


Oshkosh and Wausau, and probablv 
near Appleton. 


This vast network 
of national 


highways would be financed by a 
bond issue not to exceed 
$5,000,- 


000,000 outstanding: at any time. In 
addition to the actual cost of con- 
struction, the bill authorizes the fol- 
lowing expenditures: 


$-100,000,000 to take over any roads 


financed by state funds which are 
so constructed and douted that they 
could be absorbed as units of a na- 
tional highway: 


$5,000,000 to reimburse property 


holders for property taken; 


$5,000,000 to aid in financing sub- 


ways or viaducts to avoid 
grade 


crossings; 


$5,000,000 for temporary mainten- 


ance work on state roads taken 
over; 


$5,000,000 to help construct air 


fields at suitable places along the 
highways; 


$5,000,000 for marking roads and 


positing warning signs. 


$2,000,000 
for 
enforcing 
traffic 


rules on the highways. 


The bill proposes three national 


taxes for retiring the 
bonds and 


maintaining the highways- a $3 tax 
on 
each 
motor 
vehicle 
using 


the 
national 
system; a $10 on 


each motor vehicle using the nation- 
al system to carry passengers or 
freight for hire; and a gasoline tax 
of one-half cent a gallon on all gas 
sold to automobiles or airplanes us- 
ing the system. 


These national motor 
taxes, of 


course, would apply to practically all 
motor vehicles and all gas bought, 
as it would be impossible to go far 
•without using some of the national 
system. 


The bill also provides for building 


belt lines around cities of more than 


200,000 population so that through 
traffic can avoid such cities and 
conaect wita uie 01.^- ..a,..^.™- — «; * 
waya touching the cities. 


The Holaday bill charges the Sec 


retary of Agriculture with carrjmg 
out its provisions, but provides that 
he shall act vuth the postmaster gen- 
eral and the secretaries of commerce 
and war in carrying out some of life 
provisions. 


This scheme of national highways 


would not interfere'with the Federal 
aid to states for highway construc- 
tion as provided for under the pre 
sent law. 


The Brookhart bill provides for an 


unusual method of financing. Under 
it the treasury would issue noteb 
pajable as currency to pay for the 
work, no interest being paid on bor 
roved money. Such notes were once 
before issued, and 
sorfle are still 


outstanding. The Brookhart idea is 
to help stabilize employment by road- 
building, reduce freight 
rates by 


transcontinental highways competing 
with jailroads, and pay for them 
without borrowing money. He wouh 
have tolls charged on the highway, 
if necessary to retire the notes.
